LIBYA VOWED on Tuesday to defend itself 
against U.S. attacks and threatened to torn 
the Mediterranean into a “sea of fire” and 
Washington said U.S. planes were attacking 
Libyan targets following Monday’s con- 
frontation. 


Libya’s official news agency 
reported anti-American . dem- 
onstrations throughout the cou- 
ntry and a radio commentator 
warned that “the Mediterranean 
will be turned into a sea of blood.” 

The JANA news agency said 
Col. Qadhafi, in reply to White 
House statements that US. mil- 
itary manoeuvres would continue 
until the beginning of April in the 
Mediterranean, said: “We also 
declare that our brave con- 
frontation will also continue and 
that the Jamahiriya (Libya) is not 
only defending itself at this mom- 
ent but tiie entire Arab Nation 
and its future.” 

U JS.-Libyan dashes in the Gulf 
of Sirte began on Monday when 
Washington said Libya had fired 
on U.S. naval forces. TJie Defence 
Department said Libyan forces 
had not opened fire on Monday. 

Spokesman Bob Sims told rep- 
orters that Libyan forces had been 
silent since the U.S. attack on 
Monday. He said the Libyans on 
Tuesday fired between six and 12 


Soviet-made anti-aircraft missiles 
at US. forces which hadcrosseda 
“line of death” drawn across the 
month of the gulf by Libyan leader 
Col. Muamtnar Qadhafi. 

Sims said all the Libyan firing 
had occurred during a period of 
only 22 minutes on Diesday. bet- 
ween 1252 GMT and 1314 GMT. 

‘ He said there bad been no Lib- 
yan shooting since the U-S. Sixth 
Fleet task force had begun attacks 
agains t Libyan naval vessels and a 


missile site at the coastal town of 
Sirte. 

Asked why U 5 . forces bad sunk 
or heavily damaged at least four 
Libyan patrol boats, including two 
on Monday, Sims said: “We have 
been given ample evidence of hos- 
tile Libyan intent both by missiles 
and surface ship movements in the 
past two days, and we are going to 
protect ourselves.” 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said two Libyan missile 
boats on Tuesday had approached 
within 40 miles — what he said 
was missDe range — of U5. war- 
ships. 

“We don’t let them get that 
close ” he said. 

Sims said U.S. A-7 Corsair str- 
ike jets from the aircraft carrier 
Saratoga had attacked the 
Soviet-supplied Sirte missile com- 
plex at 1154 GMT on Sunday 
after electronic emissions ind- 


icated partial repairs had been 
made following a similar strike on 
Tuesday. 

Tripoli said on Monday it had 
downed three U 5. warplanes — a 
claim denied by Washington — 
and reported an unsuccessful air 
attack on a Libyan civilian vessel. 

Tripoli Radio said dem- 
onstrators shouting “Down with 
the USA” and threats to destroy 
the U.S. Sixth Fleet gathered in 
Tripoli Dear the Belgian embassy, 
which handles U.S. affair s in 
Libya. 

A statement was read at the 
demonstration, declaring a max- 
imum alert and announcing that 
the demonstrators had turned 
themselves into suicide squads.

AMMAN — Jordan's support for 
Iraq in the Gulf war stems from 
the Kingdom's commitment to 
Arab charters in defence of Arab 
land and not against the Iranian 
people or the Iranian revolution. 
His Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan said Tuesday. 

Prince Hassan, who was spe- 
aking at the opening session of an 
international symposium on the 
Iran-Iraq war entitled “No war, 
yes to peace.” said Jordan also bel- 
ieves that “national independence 
in the region is one and all. as are 
national'and regional security for 
all of the countries in the region.” 
The symposium Is organised by 
the Arab Labour Organisation 
(ALO) and is attended by rep- 
resentatives of Arab and int- 
ernational organisations, ALO 
member states and delegations 
representing Iranian parties opp- 
osed to the regime of Ayatollah 
Rubollah Khomeini. 

The three-day gathering will 
review means to arrest the five- 
and-a -half-year-old lrao-lraq war 
and bring peace between the two 


belligerents. 

Following are major excerpts 
from the Crown Prince’s speech at 
the opening session: 

“Since the beginning of the 
Iran-Iraq war more than five years 
ago. efforts to end it have not cea- 
sed. Arab and Islamic countries, 
groups and organisations, shocked 
by what was clearly a destructive 
war that would leave nothing but 
catastrophic effects on the warring 
parties and the entire region, rus- 
hed to undo the damage and con- 
vince both sides to negotiate pea- 
cefully, in fulfillment of God Alm- 
ighty's wish: 

“All believers arc but brothers. 
Bring your brothers together and 
fear God so that you may obtain 
Mercy.” 

“These efforts were well rec- 
eived and echoed by our brothers 
in Iraq, for Iraq seeks justice and 
does not fear a peaceful res- 
olution, just as its army has proved 
not to fear war. But these same 
efforts have fallen on deaf ears on 
the part of the Iranian leadership, 
which Is stubbornly set on a war 
that could only bring further des- 
truction, disaster and fra- 


gmentation.” 

"Our commitment to sup- 
porting Iraq is a commitment to 
Arab charters. Jordan is one of the 
founding states of the Arab Lea- 
gue whose charter is based on 
Arab solidarity in times of war and 
peace. And the joint Arab defence 
agreement to which Jordan is a 
signatory, calls for supporting any 
Arab country faced with agg- 
ression. And has there been more 
vicious an attack than that which 
Iraq has faced all these years?” 

“At a time when we support our 
brothers in Iraq. 1 ask God Alm- 
ighty to enlighten Iran's lea- 
dership to the paths of wisdom, 
and l sincerely hope that the Ira- 
nian leaders will cease to indulge 
in any grand illusions, and here I 
mean the illusion of exporting 
their revolution to neighbouring 
nations and countries.” 

“ .And despite the fact that we. in 
Jordan, face a fierce enemy, num- 
erous dangers, and constant cha- 
llenges we do not for one moment 
hesitate to translate our stands 
into actions.

THE SOVIET Union on Tuesday

AMMAN — Peaceful ways and 
means to end foe 65-month old 
Iran-Iraq wans (he mam focus of 
discussion by a three-day int- 
ernational conference which ope- 
ned its deliberations here on Tue- 
sday. 

the international syjnposium. 
entitled “No for War, Yes for 
Peace” is sponsored by foe Arab 
Labour Organisation (ALO), 
aims at focusing world attention 
on the social and economic imp- 
acts of foe war in both countries 
and the continuing conflict' s effect 
on regional economic cooperation 
1 in foe area. 

The conference, attended by 
more than 35 Arab and int- 
ernational organisations, also 
aims at mobilising all efforts and 
rallying international public opi- 
nion in ail efforts to put an end to 
foe war through peaceful neg- 
otiations. 

Iraq and two parties from foe 
Iranian opposition — foe Paris- 
based National Council of Res- 
istance (NCR) and foe Dem- 
ocratic Party of Kurdistan (DPK) 
— are taking part in foe sym- 
posium and have submitted wor- 
king papers outlining the basis for 
a negotiated settlement between 
foe two belligerents. 

But foe main paper, which will 
be foe subject of detailed dis- 
cussions on Wednesday, is a len- 
gthy report prepared by foe ALO 
on foe social, economic, political 


has weakened regional coo- 
peration. The utilisation of major 
part of foe resources of both cou- 
ntries for war purposes has also 
disrupted foe development pro- 
cess in .both countries, foe ALO 
paper said. 

The report also underscored foe 
social and psychological impacts 
of foe war. mainly the disruption 
in the social balance in both cou- 
ntries from the death of thousands 
of men in foe war.

At foe outset of Tuesday’s ses- 
sion, which was chaired tty Labour 
Minister Khaled A1 Haj Hassan. 
ALO Director Hashem A1 Banani 
outlined the highlights of the- ALO 
report and urged foe conference 
participants to come out with sug- 
gestion which can contribute in 
foe search for a peaceful end to foe 
war.

Twin rocket attack raises

LONDON (R) — British Prime 
Minister- Margaret Thatcher told 
parliament on Tuesday that all- 
egations she had engaged in imp- 
roper share dealings while in off- 
ice were “scandalous and scu- 
rrilous.” 

Mrs. Thatcher was answering 
questions oq an article in foe Mail 
on Sunday newspaper at foe wee- 
kend that she made a £2,300 ($ 
3,400) profit on the sale of shares 
in Australia’s Broken Hill pro- 
prietary in 1983. 

Such a deal would have broken 
the convention whereby serving 
minis ters distance themselves 
from direct share deals, usually 
appointing mdependeot trustees 
to manage the affairs. 

Mrs. Thatcher said on Tuesday 
the MaiTs charges were unf- 
ounded and outrageous. 

“I have scrupulously observed 
the long-standing conventions 
governing foe holding of shares by 
ministers” Mis. Thatcher said in 
reply to a question by an opp- 
osition Labour parliamentarian. 

Her office on Monday issued a 
Statement foatshe had acquired a 
smaU number of shares in me Aus- 


tralian mining firm in 1971 while 
she was education minister. 

The statement said Mrs. Tha- 
tcher had taken steps last year to 
transfer her holdings, including

behalf without reference to her. 

The statement did not explain, 
and neither would Mrs. Thatcher 
aides on Tuesday, why she bad 
made the transfer only after six 
years in office. 

Mrs. Thatcher told parliament 
she had abided by rules drawn up 
in 1975 governing ministerial sha- 
reholdings and added: “There is 
no thing which required me to dis- 
pose oiniy shares nor... to transfer 
them into the name of trustees or 
investment managers.” 

Senior Thatcher aides on Tue- 
sday fielded questions on Mrs.

Britain, UNRWA urge 
release of Alec Collett 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe Tuesday urged the release of British 
journalist Alec Collett, kidnapped near Beirut exa- 
ctly a year ago. 


"There can be no justification 
for continuing to hold this inn- 
ocent man." Sir Geoffrey said in a 
statement distributed here. "Alec 
Collett is no longer young and is 
not in the best of health. He is a 
man of peace, known for his gen- 
uine sympathy for the Palestinian 
cause.” 

Collett, a 64-year-old diabetic, 
was seized by gunmen of the sha- 
dowy "Revolutionary Org- 
anisation of Socialist Muslims” 
from his U.N.-marked car just 
south of Beirut last March 26. 

He was reporting for the U.N. 
Relief and Works Agentty For 
Palestine Refugees ( UNRWA) on 
how Palestinians were being tre- 
ated by Israeli troops then occ- 
upying most of South Lebanon. 

“His long captivity must have 
placed him under tremendous str- 
ain,” said Sir Geoffrey. 

British Ambassador John Gray 
appealed Tuesday for the release 
of Collett and urged the extremists 
to contact him. 

The envoy made the appeal in a 
statement published in Beirut’s 
leading An Nahar daily as the first 
anniversary of Cbllett's abduction 
marked another macabre mil- 
estone in Lebanon's long-running 
hostage drama. 

"In the name of the British peo- 
ple, I call on those responsible for 
Cullen's kidnapping to release 
him immediately,” Mr. Gray said. 

"I also call on them to contact 
me on the 812849 and 410596 
□umbers. I call on the kidnappers 
!o call us.” he said. 

Collett was kidnapped by gun- 
men in Beirut's southern outskirts 
on March 25 last year. He is the 


fifth foreigner missing in Lebanon 
to have been held hostage for 
more than a year. 

The kidnappers have demanded 
the release of five Arabs convicted 
in London for the attempted ass- 
assination of Israeli Ambassador 
Shlorao Argov in June, 1982. 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher refuses to free the men. 

The last word on Collett came in 
a video tape delivered to An 
Nahar last December. 

“Collett’s family, I and those 
who are trying to win his release 
were pleased to see him alive and 
in good health." Mr. Gray's sta- 
tement said. 

“ We in Britain know the critical 
moments the abductors are pas- 
sing through.” it added. 

" What’s more tragic in his case 
is that he (Collett) was on a hum- 
anitarian mission in Lebanon for 
the Palestinian and other people,” 
Mr. Gray noted. 

"Collett is a well-educated per- 
son who sought to help people,” 
he said, referring to Collett's art- 
icles on the hardships the Leb- 
anese endured because of Israel’s 
1982 invasion. 

“His release will serve both the 
Palestinian and the Arab cause,” 
the statement said. 

In a separate statement. 
UNRWA Director Robert Gal- 
lagher said Collett “was working 
for us to publicise the devotion to 
duty of our staff in working to pro- 
vide humanitarian services under 
difficult conditions. 

"His abduction and his con- 
tinued detention is inexplicable.” 
the statement said. 

“We have followed up every 


lead that we thought might help 
secure his release. But without 
success ... on behalf of the 
UNRWA staff in Lebanon I app- 
eal to whoever is holding Mr. Col- 
lett to release him and end this 
year of torment for him and his 
family,” Mr. Gallagher’s sta- 
tement added. 

After a year as a hostage, Col- 
lett joins two Americans and two 
Frenchmen who have all been in 
captivity for more than 1 2 mon ths. 

The others are held by the 
Iranian-linked Islamic Jihad, or 
Islamic Holy War, a ShTite Mus- 
lim fundamentalist organisation 
that is seeking the release of 17 
comrades jailed in Kuwait and an 
end to French arms supplies to 
Iraq , Iran's enemy in the Gulf war. 

U.S. diplomat WQUam Buckley, 
one of six missing Americans, was 
kidnapped on March 16, 1984. 
But his fate remains a mystery. 

Islamic Jihad claimed on Oct. 4 
it killed Buckley in retaliation for 
alleged ILS. complicity in an Isr- 
aeli air raid on a Palestinian hea- 
dquarters in Tunis. 

Islamic Jihad produced blurred 
photos of what it claimed was 
Buckley's body. But no corpse has 
yet been found. 

Another American, Terry 
Anderson. chief Middle East Cor- 
respondent of the Associated 
Press, began his second year in 
captivity on March 16. 

French diplomats Marcel Fon- 
taine and Marcel Carton were 
kidnapped on March 22 last year. 

Collett’s daughter. London 
radio journalist Sue Grant, visited 
Beirut last July in a vain attempt to 
find her father. 

Terry Waite, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury’s envoy seeking to 
free the Americans, has taken up 
Collett’s case in visits to Lebanon 
last year. 


ALGIE RS ( R 1 — Libya is seeking 
union with Algeria which could 
signal a realignment in North Afr- 
ica after many short-lived Libyan 
attempts at union with Arab cou- 
ntries. 

The five Arab states in the reg- 
ion have been lined up in two 
camps — Libya and Morocco on 
one side. Algeria. Tunisia and 
Mauritania on the other. 

The alignment may be about to 
change as a result of a two-day 
visit to Libya this week tty Alg- 
erian Prime Minister Abdul 
Hamid Brahimi. 

A statement reported later by 
Algeria's News Agency APS.quo- 
ted Maj. Abdul Salara Jalloud. 
Libya's second-in-command, as 
having said Libyan and Algerian 
leaders were seeking to achieve "a 
union as a prelude to the unity of 
the Arab Maghreb (North Africa) 
and the Arab Nation.” 

By attributing the comments 
about a union to Maj. Jalloud. it 
leftitunclear whether Algeria was 
ready to take the plunge. 

The statement added that the 
two sides agreed to “strengthen 
joint action to meet the two peo- 
ple'saspirations for unity and pro- 
gress." 


Libyan leader Muammar Qad- 
hafi has previously signed short- 
lived union agreements with 
Egypt, Syria. Chad, Sudan and 
Tunisia. 

In August 1984, he signed a tre- 
aty of union with King Hassan of 
Morocco. 

-The ‘LStyan-Moroccan alliance, 
still in force but dormant, was reg- 
arded in Algiers as an anti- 
Algerian axis to counter a treaty 
signed a year earlier by Algeria 
and Tunisia and later by Mau- 
ritania. 

It was Libya that took the ini- 
tiative late last year to seek a rap- 
prochement. Algeria reacted cau- 
tiously to Tripoli’s advances at 
first. 

A few weeks ago. Col. Oadhafi 
sakl he was seeking a union with 
Algeria but his comment was ign- 
ored by the official Algerian press.

3 killed 
in Beirut 
fighting 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A two- 
year-old boy and two otherpeople 
were reported killed when Leb- 
anese militias battled across Bei- 
rut’s "Green Line” front. 

The toddler was hit by sniper 
fire outside his borne in the Chr- 
istian suburb of Ain A1 Rum- 
man eh and died in hospital, the 
French-language newspaper Le 
Revefl said Tuesday. 

As Safir newspaper said two 
people died and 10 were hurt 
when Falangist army gunners 
pounded Shfite Muslim suburbs. 

Falangist Voice of Lebanon 
radio said suburbs in Christian 
east Beirut were shelled for three 
hours, but had no reports of cas- 
ualties. 

The upsurge in fi ghting came as 
the Lebanese array, which mans 
frontline positions on foe eastern 
side of the Green Line, warned it 
would silence guns firing at its pos- 
itions. 

An army communique said a 
building held by troops bad been 
set ablaze by a Soviet- made Grad 
rocket and rockets had also sla- 
mmed into an array staff post in 
the Hazmjyeh suburb. 

"These attacks are... pro- 
vocations against the array. The 
array command knows who is beh- 
ind them and warns those res- 
ponsible that it will hit back at foe 
sources of firing to silence them,” 
the communique said.

battante class fast attack boat. 

According to "Jane's fighting 
ships,” an authoritative source 
book on weaponry, Libya had at 
least 10 Combattante II G fast att- 
ack boats produced in the late 
1970s and early 1980s by foe 
CMN Cherbourg Shipyard in Fra- 
nce.

Citing the technical advantages 
of having access of satellite ima- 
ges, Dr. Muasher recalled that 
since the Nowruz o3 field was wit- 
hin the Iran -Iraq war zone, Saudi 
Arabia or any other party int- 
erested in fee spill had few alt- 
ernatives to monitor the spill and 
observe its flow as well as monitor 
its effects on marine life and other 
hazards. 

The satellite images available to 
Saudi Arabia were beamed to 
earth by the American Landsat 
satellite. fee U-S. project had been 
the major source of satellite pho- 
tographs for Middle Eastern cou- 
ntries, until France launched its 
“Spot?’ satellite into orbit last 
month. The “Spot" project is tec- 
hnically more advanced than its 
US. counterpart, according to 
French experts. 

Saudi Arabia has entered an 
itwith France to set up a 
it” receiving station within its 
present facilities for “Landsat” 


images. The station, when com- 
pleted, could process both “Lan- 
dsat" and “Spot" images. 

In his working paper. Dr. Mua- 
sher reviewed the in-depth tec- 
hnical advantage, or the absence 
of it, in applying satellite images to 
monitor, environmental chara- 
cteristics of the earth, with spe- 
cial e alphas cm water. The Saudi 
experience in dealing wife the 
Nowruz oil spQl showed that data 
acquired through “Landsat” was 
“useful, but not nearly sufficient 
in itself,” he said. 

“More ancillary data would 
have increased its effectiveness," 
Dr. Muasher continued. “More 
analysis, accounting for the atm- 
ospheric and hydrological con- 
ditions observed in the Gulf, has 
to be done before any conclusive 
results can be reached on the lim- 
its of (satellite images’) use- 
fulness” in determining env- 
ironmental characteristics, he 
concluded. 

In Tuesdays afternoon session 
of the symposium. Meteorological 
Department Director Ali A ban da 
reviewed applications of remote 
sensing and satellite images in 
monitoring weather condrtions. 
Briefly outlining methods of int- 
erpreting satellite images into 
weather data and reviewing fee 
nses of weatbersatellites already 
• in-orbit. Dr. Abanda expressed 
hope that the “rapid development 
‘ of weather satellites indicates that 
our understanding of weather and 
climate will improve remarkably 
in the near future to enable us to 
make as accurate and long-range 
weather forecasts.”

Jordan Valley water 
reserves getting low, 
JVA president says 


DEIR ALLA (Pfetra) — Jordan Valley Authority 
(JVA) Director General Munther Haddadin said 
Tuesday that reserves of water in dams and in the 
East Ghor Canal are now less than the quantity 
needed for irrigation in the Jordan Valley and the- 
refore close cooperation between the JVA and far- 
mers is required if the present difficult cir- 
cumstances are to be overcome. 


Dr. Haddadin was speaking 
during a meeting in Deir Alla wife 
formers from fee Jordan Valley 
and which was attended by Min- 
ister of Agriculture Ahma d Dak- 
hqan and director general of the 
Agricultural Marketing and Pro- 
cessing Company of Jordan 
(AMPCO), Mr. Marwan Dudin. 

Dr. Haddadin said fee pum ping 
of water from Deir Alla to 
A mman has stopped since March 
5 in view of fee limited amounts of 
water in the Jordan Valley since 
this water is needed to irrigate fee 
land. 

Addressing the meeting. Mr. 
Dakhqan said that the gov- 
ernment has introduced ame- 
ndments to a number of laws per- 
taining to agriculture in order to 
promote production. He said that 
fee farmers in fee region have 
been exempted from paying cer- 
tain fees and will receive com- 
pensation in case their crops are 
damaged due to forces beyond 


their control or due to low prices. 

Mr. Dudin who spoke later, said 
that AVCPCO has been purchasing 
crops from farmers who follow the 
cropping system set by the Min- 
istry of Agriculture and added that 
the company has been forwarding 
them for local consumption or 
export. The Jordanian gov- 
ernment has concluded a deal wife 
the Syrian government to export 
some 22,000 tonnes of tomatoes 
to Syria during 1986 and will abs- 
orb additional quantities for pro- 
cessing at the tomato paste factory 
owned by AMPCO. Mr. Dudin 
said. 

AMPCO. he said, provides 
formers wife all possible facilities 
and charges fee Amman central 
market place fee highest prices for 
crops to ensure maximum benefits 
to the farmer. 

Also addressing the meeting 
were the directors general of fee 
Agricultural Credit Corporation 
(ACC) and fee Jordan Coo- 


perative Organisation (JCO). 
They said that the problem of 
marketing crops could be solved 
by adopting the agricultural pat- 
terns system on a~ wide scale to 
include all types of vegetables and 
crops and they added this would 
ensure enough product for local 
consumption and for export. 

They said that the low prices 
and fee presence of pests have 
rendered farmers unable to pay 
back their debts to the ACC. Sev- 
eral local officials and Ministry of 
Agriculture officials attended fee 
meeting. 

Also in Deir Alla a meeting was 
held at fee Arda Marketing Cen- 
tre to discuss the subject of spr- 
aying crops with pesticides and fee 
problem of rodents. Dr. Haddadin 
and Balqa Governor Mijhem 
Khreisha attended the meeting 
during which rat poison was dis- 
tr&uted to farmers. 

Discussion at fee meeting tou- 
ched on fee possibility of granting 
mimiripaJ and village councils fee 
authority to issue licences for bui- 
lding and assigning plots of land 
for budding schools and public 
gardens. They also discussed the 
water problem in the Jordan Val- 
ley and assigning a piece of land at 
Deir Alla for dumping garbage. 
Heads of municipal and village 
councils as well as local officials 
were present at the meeting. 


World Bank 
expects APC 
to recover, 
make profit 

AMMAN (J.T.) —The Arab Pot- 
ash Company (APC) has passed 
through a critical stage and is exp- 
ected to start making profits in fee 
coming year, according to a World 
Bank report quoted Tuesday by 
the Al Ra’i Arabic daily new- 
spaper. The report said feat the 
APC will start making profits 
which will cover its losses sus- 
tained between 1983 and 1985 
and.thjs recovery process will take 
up. to. 1990 to complete. 

Tt»e report followed^ a visit to 
Jordan by a World Bank team 
between March 12 and 14 to make 
an evaluation the APC projects 
and to help finance the mod- 
ernisation of fee plant, situated 
near the southern tip of the Dead 
Sea. 

The report also said that the 
APC plans to introduce imp- 
rovements between 1986 and 
1987 which will cost the company 
nearly $20 million. The new pro- 
ject is designed to enable the com- 
pany to produce up to 1.2 million 
tonnes of potash in 1987. 


Ministry plans to introduce 
24-hour postal service soon 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Ministry 

of CnmmnnirafiniK will Shortly 
introduce a 24-hour guaranteed 
postal service in Jordan, initially 
on a limited basis and then to be 
expanded 1 to include fee largest 
possible number of world cou- 
ntries. This was announced in 
Amman Tuesday by Minister of 
Communications Muhieddin Al 
Hussemi who said feat at first Jor- 
dan’s fast postal service will be 
linked to a limited number of 
Arab countries which have alr- 
eady adopted fee system and then 
other world countries will later be 
included. . . 

All, postal material channel Jed- 
through this service will be gua- 
ranteed to arrive at its destination 
in 24 hours time, under normal 
operating •circumstances, the min- 
ister said. 

According to Mr. Husseini. the 
cabinet endorsed the new arr- 
angement during its session last 
Saturday and also approved a tar- 
iff of rates to be charged for fee 
service. 

He said feat world countries 
have been divided into three gro- 
ups similar to the arrangement fol- 


lowed in fee ordinary postal ser- 
vice. The sender will be charged 
JD 6 for fee first 500 grammes or 
part of this weight and JD 2 for 
every additional 500 grammes for 
a postal item sent to Arab cou- 
ntries and Pakistan, fee minister 
said. Items posted to countries in 
Europe, Asia and Africa w flj be 
charged JD 9 for the first 500 
grammes and J D 3 for additional 
weights, he continued. The min- 
ister said feat other countries cha- 
rge JD 12 for the first 500 gra- 
mmes and an additional J D 4 for 
every extra 500 grammes or part 
of this weight. 

The minister expects feat this 
new service will be popular in view 
of the increasing demand for fast 
postal services in the industrial 
and trade sectors in Jordan in add- 
ition to government business. At 
the beginning the ministry will 
confine this service to Amman and 
will be offering speedy delivery to 
incoming mail and outgoing mail 
at the Amman central post office 
which has been entrusted wife 
handling fee service for fee time 
being. The minister did not specify 
exactly when fee service is exp- 
ected to go into operation.

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History could repeat itself 


THERE IS definitely something wrong about the U.S. sec- 
retary of state's statement yesterday that fighting between the 
American Sixth fleet and Libyan forces have resulted from the 
reassertion of the U.S. navy's right to operate in international 
waters. It could be that it is only half the troth, or that it is 
misleading, or it is Just an aspect of the make-believe diplomacy 
in which the Reagan administration is known to have indulged. 

Surely, not many of us could believe Mr. Shultz on this one. 
The background to the past two days' clashes, declared Ame- 
rican intentions towards Libya and the way in which the dis- 
pute was handled all indicate that the Reagan administration 
was seeking a fight with Col. Qadhafi until it managed to pick 
one. The provocation has been evident for sometime, and the 
Americans seem to have made it a point to take on Libya. 

For internal political reasons at least. Presklent Reagan 
needed the fight with Tripoli. EUs dash with the U.S. Congress 
over the question of Nicaragua might well be made more win- 
nable if he took on Qadhafi in this mann er. His Right-wing 
supporters — and detractors — might be appeased, and maybe 
the image of the U.S. as a helpless giant could also be improved 
in theses of the world. This much can be understood about the 
U.S. president's motives for practising gunboat diplomacy 
with the Libyans. What remains difficult to understand though 
is whether Washington really believes that Col. Qadhafi can be 
taught a good lesson through this behaviour and whether the 
situation might not get out of hand and develop into a dan- 
gerous confrontation between Libya and the U.S. or even an 
international one. 

It is both possible and plausible that the Reagan adm- 
inistration has ignored or overlooked the fact that picking a 
fight with Qadhafi at this time ought make him more ofa hero 
in his country and file Arab World. And by the same token, it is 
also possible that the U.S. could harm its own interests in this 
region and elsewhere by taking hostile military action against 
an Arab country, regardless of wbo its ruler is. In any case, the 
cause of peace can be served by neither applying the law of the 
jungle to international disputes, nor by. a return to the gllhboat 
diplomacy of the past centuries nor by a superpower bullying 
and provoking a country much smaller than its size. 

President Reagan should be told and reminded by his fri- 
ends, allies and others that he must not repeat episodes of war 
that could lead to uncontrollable situations and more serious 
acts of violence throughout the world. It is all too easy for 
history to repeat itself in instances such as we witness off the 
coast of Libya today. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 


A l Ra’i: The Moroccan leader knows better 


IN a statement published by the Kuwaiti newspaper Al Seyassah, 
King Hassan of Morocco said that the Arab leaders have not yet had 
the chance to know the real views of the Israeli leaders and suggested 
that this is a fault on the part of the Arab Nation. This statement 
really give rise to questions, and we wonder whether the king had 
made the remark casually or he meant it as a fact about the Arabs. 
King Hassan realises like we do that the Arabs are aware of Zionist 
intentions and are quite familiar with the racist nature of the Israeli 
enemy and Israel's ambitious designs in the Arab lands. King Hassan 
knows that the Israelis have a tendency to expand their state at the 
expense of the Arab lands and are full of hatred towards the Arabs. 
Yet the king made suggestion to the Kuwaiti newspaper that Arab 
leaders should hold direct contacts with the Israelis in order to know 
their views. Everyone realises the intentions of the Israelis through 
their continued drive to evict Arabs from their homeland and thr- 
ough their constant aggression on A rab countries and their rejection 
to comply to United Nations resolutions.

An Arab summit is required at the moment to find 
proper solutions for the numerous problems and the conflicts in our 
region, bi their statements, upon arriving in Tunis, many foreign 
ministers have openly called for the convening of a summit which, 
they said, is a necessity to handle the Arab problems. The Arab 
Nation now stands at a crossroads and should choose the right course 
to follow in the face of continued Zionist threats.

Qadhafi, revered at home, becomes U.S 



TRIPOLI (R) — Libyan leader 
Colonel Muammar Qad h afi, who 
propagates a blend of rev- 
olutionary Islam and nationalism, 
is revered at home but reviled by 
Western and some other leaders 
as a dangerous troublemaker. 

Since seizing power in 1969 at 
the age of 27, he has been a pro- 
vocative figure to the West and to 
moderate Muslim governments. 

Western and Arab governments 
accuse him of backing guerrilla- 
groups responsible for airport 
massacres and hijacks, of sending 
hit-squads abroad to kill his opp- 
onents and of destabilising pro- 
Western governments in Africa . 

Bom in the desert to nomadic 
parents, Qadhafi wrested control 
of the North African country 
when he and a handful of junior 
officers deposed the pro-Westem 
regime of King Idris in September 
1969. 

In the 1970s he formulated his 
“Third Universal Theory”, a mid- 
dle road between Communism 
and capitalism. Meant as a guide 
for all humanity, it was embodied 
in a set of “Green Books” similar 
to the thoughts of former Chinese 
leader Mao Tsetung. 

Few leaders since World War 
Two have attracted such verbal 
abuse. U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan called him a terrorist, and 
Vice-President George Bush said 
he was “an egomaniac who would 
trigger world war three just to 
make headlines." 

Egypt’s late President Anwar 
Sadat described Qadhafi as “100 
per cent mad” and Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres called him 
“One of the most awful phe- 
nomena of our tunes.” 

Qadhafi, despite his high pro- 
file. remains an wigima both per- 
sonally and politically. While he 
advocates a simple lifestyle, dip- 
lomats describe him as a man who 
takes pains with his appearance, 
with a preference for Italian-made 
clothes. 

Tripoli is festooned with 
larger-than-life photographs of 
“the leader,” as he is called in 
Libya, where he is credited by 
both supporters and opponents 
with eradicating poverty. 

Before the Qadhafi era Libya 
was known for little more than its 
ofl wealth and the fact that its des- 
ert was the scene of some of the 
heaviest fighting of World War 
Two. 

Now fee oil boom of the 1970s 
is over, Libya is dying to cope wife 
austerity brought on by declining 
oil revenues as a result of the glut 
on world markets. 

Qadhafi has consistently sought 
to foster Arab unity, but remains 
largely isolated even within the 
Arab World. 

He is a vehement critic of cap- 
italism and has maintained good 
relations wife the Communist 
bloc. 

Libya is one of fee Soviet 
Union’s major arms customers, 
and in late 1985 began installing 
Soviet SAM-5 long-range missiles 
in what Washington termed a 
“significant and dangerous esc- 
alation of fee Soviet-Libyan arms 
relationship 

Qadhafi began a mil itary 
build-up from fee start of his rule, 
and by 1 986 his 58,000-man army 
had more than 4,000 tanks and his 
8,500-man air force about 535 
combat planes. 

But analysts said his plans to 
abolish fee regular army, gra- 
dually replacing it with a“people's 


array", were unpopular with army 
officers reluctant to see their 
power eroded. 

A big explosion at a monitions 


depot near Benghazi in March 
1984 and unconfirmed reports of 


a mutiny at a nearby barracks 
prompted speculation that Qad- 
hafi was raring opposition from 
within fee aimed forces. 

Libyan exiles also reported a 
failed attempt to assassinate him 
fee same month. 

But diplomats in Tripoli said 
acts of sabotage and arson were 
isolated expressions of discontent, 
wife no sign of an organised opp- 
osition to Qadhafi’s rule. 

His involvement in nei- 
ghbouring Chad, where an est- 
imated 6,000 Libyan troops sup- 
port anti-government rebels, has 
been a big drain on the economy 
and army resources, diplomats 
said. 

It also brought friction with 
France, which sent 3,000 men 


backed by warplanes to Chad in 
1983 to help the government. The 
two countries signed an agr- 
eement to withdraw their forces in 
1984, but France repeatedly acc- 
used Qadhafi of breaking it by 
keeping his forces there. 

Relations wife fee United Sta- 
tes were bad from the moment 
Qadhafi took power, and reached 
crisis point in early 1986 when 
Washington accused Qadhafi of 
aiding guerrillas responsible for 
bloody attacks at Rome and Vie- 
nna airports in December 1985. 

The attacks also strained ties 
with Italy and Austria, par- 
ticularly when Libya’s national 
news agency bailed the attacks as 
“heroic” — a statement hastily 
retracted by Libya. 

The Carter administration pul- 
led US. diplomats out of Tripoli 
in 1980, and relations worsened 
further after Reagan became pre- 
sident in 1981 . 

In August 1981, U.S. navy fig- 


hter planes from tire aircraft car- 
rier Nirnitz shot down two Libyan 
figh ters over the Golf of Sirte in 
tiie Mediterranean. 

Reagan in 1982 banned die sale 
of military items to Libya and bar- 
red knporis of Libyan ofl. He ann- 
ounced new sanctions in January 
1986 after the airport attacks, sent 
warships to North Africa and lau- 
nched a drive to persuade Ame- 
rican allies to join sanctions aga- 
inst Tripoli. 


Qadhafi countered by thr- 
eatening to send suicide squads to 
cany the fight to the streets of 
America if he were attacked. 

Britain broke off ties with Libya 
in April 1984 aftera policewoman 
was feot dead dining an anti- 
Qadhafi demonstration outside 
fee Libyan embassy in London. 
Britafo claimed the shot was fired 
from inside the mission and laid 
siege to fee building for several 
days until the expelled diplomats 


r >rihgfi T from the late 1970s. 
had begun to spread his radical 
wings abroad and to threaten his 
foes wherever they were based. 
Western jpvemments maintain. 

La 1980, he warned exiled opp- 
onents of his regime that they 
would be kfllcd if they did not ret- 
urn. The same year at least nine 
Libyans were lolled in European 
cities. 

Egypt, which fought a brief 
border war wife neighbouring 
Libya in 1981, said in 1984 it had 
foiled a plot to kill former Libyan 
Prime Minister Abdel Hamid Al 
Bakoush. It sent faked p ho- 
lographs of a “dead” Bakoush fo 
Libyan agents, then produced him 
alive after Libya claimed fee ass- 
assination. ■ . , _

U.S. action poses risk for Washington

WASHINGTON — A dash bet- 
ween LLS. and Libyan forces in 
fee Mediterranean poses serious 
risks for Washington and ult- 
imately may strengthen fee hand 
of Libyan leader Muammar Qad- 
hafi,. Middle East analysts say. 

Among fee dangers they see are 
escalated fighting, terrorist att- 
acks in fee United States, ret- 
aliation against Western workers 
in Libya and in the Arab World 
and a superpower confrontation. 

American navy jets knocked 
out a Libyan anti-aircraft missile 
site and damaged two Libyan pat- 
rol craft wife missiles on Monday 
in retaliation for Libyan missile 
attacks against U.S. planes, fee 
Reagan administration ann- 
ounced. 

It said no US. planes had been 
hit, although Tripoli said three 
had been shot down. 

The fighting flared after aUl 
navy task force, spear-headed by 
three aircraft carrier battle gro- 
ups, steamed into the Golf of 
Sirte. crossing what Qadhafi. has 
termed the “l ine of death ” into 
what is disputed to be Libya’s his- 
torical territorial waters. 

Critics of fee administration 
have said the move was intended 
to provoke Qadhafi, giving Was- 
hington a chance to hit back at him 
for what it insists is his backing of 


terrorism. 

The White House denied any 
provocative intent and said its 
ships were off fee northern coast 
of Libya to assert U.S. navigation 
rights in the area. 

The Gulf of Sirte, declared by 
Libya as a “historical bay,” is the 
subject of a dispute at fee Int- 
ernational Court of Justice. The 
U.S., which refutes fek claim has 
historical bays of its own. 

The mil itary action quickly 
drew backing from both parties in 
Congress, wife house speaker 
Thomas O’Neill of Massachusetts 
leading opposition Democratic' 
supporters. 

But US. Middle East experts, 
including former officials, int- 
elEgence analysts and naval off- 
icers, told Reuters in interviews 
that the U.S. operation could bac- 
kfire. 

• “Reagan was picking a fight to 
show that he's a tough guy bathe’s 
going to make Qadhafi a hero in 
the Arab World,” said retired 
Admiral Eugene Larocque. wbo 
heads the Libera] Centre for Def- 
ence Information. 

Among those agreeing with this 
assessment was conservative Jos- 
eph Chuiba, who once served as 
top Middle East watcher for air 
force intelligence. 

He said the U.S. operations 
would bolster Qadhafi’s support 
in Arab countries and coaid und- 
ermine opposition to him in Libya. 


When the United States imp- 
osed economic sanctions on Libya 
foliowing Rome and Vienna air- 
port bombings on December 27 
which Washington blamed on 
Libya, Arab governments rallied 
around Qadhafi, wife whom ties 
had been relatively cold. 

Larocque, who once com- 
manded the aircraft carrier Sar- r 
a toga in fee Mediterranean, pre- 
dicted farther military action 
would flare up in fee days ahead 
and said Libya had the militaiy 
capacity to shoot ctowo U.S. jets or 
even to sink *U 5. ships. • * -- • 
• A Libyan tint wife one anti-ship 
missile could cripple an aircraft 
carrier or sink a frigate, he said. 

That, he predicted, would pro- 
voke the United States into mas- 
sive attacks against militar y ins- 
tallations in Libya. 

Defence analysts said Libya had 
over 550 oombat aircraft, armed 
with air-to-air and anti-ship mis- 
siles, six submarines, five ‘frigates 
and nine corvettes armed with 
missiles, and apparently two rem- 
aining patrol craft of the type 
sunk. . 

Churba said another danger was 
that the fighting could embroil the 
United States in a confrontation 
wife fee Soviet Union. 

The Kremlin has been selling 
Libya weapons and providing it 
with weapons training. Soviet mil- 
itary advisers are thought to be in 
Libya, according to diplomatic 


sources. 

Western diplomats are con- 
cerned that thousands of Western- 
workers in Libya — including Ita- 
lians, Britons, and some Ame- 
ricans remaining despite Reagan's 
orders to leave — could face rep- 
risals. 

Qadhafi has threatened in fee 
past to retaliate against targets in 
fee United States if his country 
was attacked. 

“If fee fighting escalates, I 
would expect to see; te rrori sm spr- 
ead.to targets in fee U.S. — car- 
ried out not just by Libyans but 
possibly by Iranians," .Robert 
Kupperman, a former U.S. gov- 
ernment counter-terrorism spe- 
cialist, told Reuters. 


Despite the risks, members of 
Qangress ralfied behind the adm- 
inistration, many arguing that the 
U.S. navy, had no choice bat to 
defend itself once Libya had unl- 
eashed missiles and patrol boats. 

“I believe fee United States has 
acted responsibly,” Republican 
senator Strom. Thurmond told 
reporters. 

Republican senator John Heinz 
applauded the US. respo use to 
what he' deemed QadhafTs “latest 
outrageous act.” 

The chairman of fee house for- 
eign affairs committee, rep- 
resentative Dante FascelL a Dem- 
ocrat, said the U-S. jets had a clear 
right to respond.

Superpowers and the ethics of black propaganda’

WASHINGTON — Newspaper 
readers around the world have 
encountered some astonishing 
assertions about the United States 
in recent years. For example, they 
have read that: 

— The killer disease AIDS was 
sparked by a Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) medical exp- 
eriment on fee human immune 
system feat got out of control. This 
story circulated in newspapers in 
India last year. 

— Over two thirds of U.S. nuc- 
lear bomber crew members suffer 
from “psycho neurotic” sym- 
ptoms, including irrational, vio- 
lent behaviour. (European new- 
spapers, early 1980s). 

— The CIA was linked to fee 
assassination of Indian Prime Min- 
ister Indira Gandhi. (Indian pap- 
ers, 1984). 

— U.S. intelligence agents were 
involved in poisoning Br azili an 
Indians and dumping poison into 
fee Amazon River. (Latin Ame- 
rican papers, early 1980s). 

The United States intended to 
deploy nuclear missiles in South 
Africa. (Black African new- 
spapers, early 1980s). 

U.S. officials say these reports 
and others like them were classic 
examples of Soviet “dis- 
information” or “black pro- 
paganda”, planted by fee KGB 
intelligence service to discredit 
Washington in neutral countries 
or sow tensions wife U.S. allies. 

The officials, who monitor 
KGB activities, said many false 
stories are based on bogus U.S. 
documents created by ever more 
adept forgers in service of tire 


KGB's first directorate. 

While the Americans make Int- 
ernational deception seem like a 
Kremlin invention, it has a long 
history and fee CIA itself has eng- 
aged m black propaganda over the 
years — as some of its former dir- 
ectors have admitted in con- 
gressional testimony. 

The usually authoritative Avi- 
ation Week magazine said in a 
March issue that U.S. officials 
have been feeding the press bogus 
information on “Stealth” radar- 
eluding technology and “Star 
•Wars” weapons in a bid to confuse 
Soviet planners. 

U.S. officials claim that Soviet 
“disinformation” efforts are on 
the upswing and fee outpouring of 
fake documents, some wife copies 
of President Reagan’s signature, 
are passed to journalists who often 
are taken in. 

The US. Information ‘Agency 
has begun a campaign to expose 
what it says are anti-American 


“active measures” to shape for- 
eign opinion — bribing reporters, 
funding front groups, infiltrating 
peace campaigns. 

Dzhirkvelov said he himself had 
worked in a campaign to discredit 
right-wing West German pol- 
itician Franz Josef Strauss in 1 960, 
helping plant articles in Swiss, 
French and German publications 
that falsely named Strauss as a 
CIA spy. ■ 

The Kremlin credited fee cam- 
paign wife preventing Strauss, an 
anti -Communist, from becoming 


chancellor, Dzhirkvelov said. 

Soviet defector Stanislav Lev- 
chenko, a KGB agent in Japan in 
the 1970s, has said he bribed key 
Japanese journalists. Bittxnan has 
described disinformation ope- 
rations to suggest links between 
some West German officials and 
.the Nazis. 

Diplomats say disinformation is 
especially effective in the Third 
World where distrust of the Uni- 
ted States already runs high. 

A bogus OS. ■ army “Field 
Manna! 30-31B”, which sup- 


posedly tells officers how to sub- 
vert foreign gove mments .has spa- 
rked news articles in some 20 dev- 
eloping countries. 

The diplomats say many for- 
geries resurface long after they 
were first' exposed as fakes and 
attain credibility simply by virtue 
of repetition. 

Disinformation is not new. It 
goes way bade to the days of the 
Trojan horse, one of history’s' 
most famous hoaxes. 

A modern classic was fee mas- 
sive allied scheme to conceal fee 


site of fee 1944 D-day invasion of 
Nazir-occupied France. 

Some scholars, such as Soviet 
specialist Dmitri Simes, say Soviet 
disinformation is more an irritant 
than a real threat. 


The sceptics note Soviet efforts 
often backfire. Bogus letters' from 
fee “Ku Klux Rian” were sent to 
black African athletes .warning 
they would face violence at fee 
1984 Los Angeles Olympic 
games, which fee Kremlin was 
boycotting. 


hoaxes cooked up by Moscow.

Washington's focus on the issue 
has raised basic questions: How 
extensive are Kremlin black pro- 
paganda efforts? How seriously 
should fee West take them? 

And what of the United States’ 
own disinformation gambits?

Ladislav Bittman have told rep- 
orters feat Kremlin black pro- 
paganda efforts are large indeed, 
involving 15,000 to 20,000 fall- 
time agents and an estimated ann- 
ual budget of SI bflHon.

Drought and "desperation in Rajasthan

Rajasthan, normally one of the driest states in India, is in the midst of a 
severe drought Small fanners are abandoning their land, rendered 
infertile not only by the lack of rain, but by yean ofovercultiyation. 


UDAIPUR, India — The int- 
erstate highway running through 
south Rajasthan's drought-, 
stricken landscape has become 
“one of the biggest brothels in tiie 
country.’’ Each day more young 
tribal women are reduced to sel- 
ling themselves — for money or 
food —to truck drivers on the way 
to the city of Ahmedabad. 

With 70 per cent of crops dep- 
endent on seasonal rains, the fai- 
lure of two successive monsoons 
. has created unparalleled hardship 
even in this normally arid state. 


The only stretches of green are a 
few irrigated crops or those pla- 
nted in former lake beds. 

Deep wells have dried up, and 
in places the water table has sunk 
by 30 metres. The strange sight of 
an emaciated camel vainly gna- 
wing a piece of bone is evidence of 
the growing desperation of both 
people and beasts. 

In every village in km them 
Rajasthan an estimated one in 
four families has done the unt- 
hinkable and abadoned its land.' 
Many are believed to be working 


on road construction in the Kat- 
hiawar peninsula of Gujarat 
state. 

The departing families have left 
their cattle behind. Neighbouring 
states like Madhya Pradesh, the- 
mselves parched and short of fod- 
der, have forbidden entry to the 
thirsty herds of Rajasthan. 

The state government’s famine 
relief programme has not ste- 
mmed the tide of out-migration 
which, though exacerbated by the 
drought, is of long duration. Much 
of Rajasthan consists of drylands 
which have been overcultivated to 
the point of exhaustion. 

Many experts now agree that 
marginal lands should not be used 
for agriculture, but should be for- 
ested and carefully used for fue- 


lwood and fodder. Prime Minister 
Gandhi has set a national aff- 
orestation target of five million 
hectares per year. 

In a few villages in Ajmer dis- 
trict. school children, inspired by 
their teachers, are taking the lead. 
One 10-year-old girl planted 100 
saplin gs , only to find that they had 
been eaten by livestock overnight. 
Undaunted, she planted 100 more 
the next day. 

Kanku Bai, a village woman 
who has taken on the unusual occ- 
upation of maintaining a village 
tree nursery, says she could dis- 
tribute 100,000 saplings in one 
season if she had enough seed. 
Rajasthan needs many more like 
her if it is to hold on to its sofl — 
and its people — Eartbscan.

South Africa and Britain 
wrangle over war grave treasure

CAPE TOWN — When the iron- 
clad troopship HMS Birkenhead 
was wrecked off South Africa in 
1852, Britain mourned hundreds 
of heroes who died epitomising 
the self-sacrificing code of

from the wreck, rekindling a dis- .

“The divers will be entitled to 
50 per emit erf the whatever they 
salvage from the wreck and the 
South African government wfll get 
the other SO per cent,” he told 
r eporters recently. 

Loedolff said the government’s 
share would he donated to South 
African museums, although app- 
lications from British museums 
would also be considered.

Much of the bid by Paris is 
based around a century-old occ- 
urrence. 

In 1892, Baron de Couberrin 


called for a renewal of die ancient 
Greek practice of city-states mee- 
ting in athletic contests. Four 
years later, the first “modern” 
Olympic Games were held in Ath- 
ens. 

“If we hadn't asked for die 
Olympics on the 100th ann- 
iversary. everybody would have 
asked, ‘Why not?’ ” Danet said. 

The symbol of the Paris bid is a 
stylised Eiffel Tower, and die plan 
makes prominent mention of this 
and other cultural sites that draw 
m3 Sons of tourists each year to 
Paris. 

“Paris, in terms of culture, will 
be bringing the utmost to each ath- 
lete,” he said. “Paris wants to 
place itself at the disposal of the 
Olympic Games... The Olympics 
have been through upheaval. Paris 
might be able to offer something 
to heal the soul of the Olympic 
spirit”

To do this, organisers are pro- 
posing an Olympics that would 
make use of existing facilities — 
but still cost an estimated 51 bil- 
lion. 

Danet said 40 per cent of the 
money would go for construction, 
40 per cent for organisation and 
the remaining 20 per cent for 
as-yet undetermined purposes.

“Terrorism is a tough* nut to 
crack," he said. “It is the No. 1 
problem for everyone— No one is 
safe horn terrorism.” 

To combat terrorism, Danet 
said, France would use existing 
police and army forces plus “ima- 
gination" 

Included in foe state-of-the-art 
measures would be accreditation 
cards for athletes and journalists 
on computer memory chips, sim- 
ilar to those used on bank and tel- 
ephone credit cards. 

Whatever it must use in its 
pitch, Danet said, Paris is making 
oae bid and one bid only. 

“We are only candidates for 
1992,” he said. 


Annacone ends Chesnokov’s 
1st venture in American tennis 


CHICAGO (AP) - Fifth-seed 
Paul Annacone, using a booming 
service and neatly placed drop 
foots, ended Andrei Chesnokov’s 
first venture in an American ten-

English 
soccer

LONDON (R) — English Soccer 
was Tuesday threatened by 1 ‘a big 
bang” which would radically res- 
hape foe gameatfoehighestlevel. 

At a secret meeting Monday 
night, the entire Fnst Division of 
22 clubs resolved to split from foe 
long-established English Football 
League and form a breakaway 
super league. 

They raid they would go their 
own way unless their 10-point 1 
plan for reform, which would give 
them greater power and res- 
ources, was accepted ata meeting 
of the league on April 21. 

' Manchester United Chairman 
Martin Edwards underlined the 
top elute' determination . “ We are 
not jolting and it is do idle threat. 
If foe resolutions agreed are voted 
out on April 21 very serious con- 
siderations wfll be given to all the 
First Division clubs going their 
own way.” 

Edwards admitted that time, 
legal and administrative factors 
migh t make it difficult to form a 
super league by next season. 

But he warned: “We have alr- 
eady looked into foe matter at 
great depth, and you never know 
what can happen or be achieved 
when people sit down and put 
their minds to it. 

“We have an obligation to our- 
selves. There is do doubt the big 
bang in football will happen unless 
foe rest of the league gives us their 
backing.” 

Everton's Philip Carter, spo- 
kesman for foe First Division cha- 
irmen, said: “We are not happy 
with foe way football is going at 
the moment and the 10-point plan 
must not be rejected. 

“Make no mistake, April 21 is 
going to be D-Day for foe future 
of football in this country. 

“We have said all along that we 
want these changes made within 
foe present structure of foe lea- 
gue. But unless we receive the 75 
per cent support we need, which is 
39 of foe 53 votes available, we 
reserve the right to take whatever 
action we deem necessary ” 

The First-Division dubs* main 
request under the 10-point plan is 
for a greater share of both tel- 
evision revenue and sponsorship 
money . They are also insisting that 
the league, president is . chosen 
from their ranks rather than frpra 
any one of the 92 clubs who mike 
up foe four divisions.

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Jordanian banks achieve modest results 
reflecting regional economic slowdown

AMMAN — Three of the biggest 
Jordanian banks have reported 
flat earnings and profits for 1985, 
reflecting die sustained slowdown 
in the Jordanian and Arab eco- 
nomies. 

The Arab Bank Limited,' by far 
the biggest Jordanian bank, has 
reported virtually die same net- 
profits, and maintained the same 
dividend payments, for 1985 as in 
the previous year. 

The Jordan National Bank and 
the Bank of Jordan turned in sim- 
ilar performances, achieving 
lower net profits, but dipping into 
their substantial reserves to mai- 
ntain the same dividend payment 
as the previous year. 

The Arab.Bank’s 1985 net pro- 
fit after taxes and allocations for 
internal reserves as JD 25 million, 
against JD 25 3 million in 1984. It 
paid out a 35 per cent dividend on 
the par value of its shares, worth 
JD 3 3 per share. The JD 10 par 
value shares are trading on the 
Amman stock exchange today at 
JD 137. 

The bank's balance sheet total 
declined slightly, from JD 3.782 
billion to JD 3.684 billion. 

Shareholders’ equity increased 
from $473 milEon to S576 million, 
with capital rising from $64.5 mil- 
lion to $72 .5 mflfl on. 

The bank suffered a sharp drop 
in income denominated in foreign 
currencies, from $31 51 to $18.68 
million, largely due to the rise of 
the value of the Jordanian dinar 


against foe dollar and the Leb- 
anese pound. More than half the 
bank’s deposits are in dollars and 
other foreign currencies.

Hie Jordan National Bank 
(Bank A1 AhK) has reported 1985 
pre-tax profits of JD 2.040 mil- 
lion, an 18 per cent decline from 
1984. The bank is drawing on its 
reserves to pay a dividend of 18 
per cent of par share value. 

A total of J D 1 .643 million will 
be distributed in dividends, foe 
same as for 1984. 

The Jordan National Bank's 
group balance sheet, including 
branches in Jordan and Lebanon, 
increased last year from JD 131.6 
milEon to JD 1353 million. 

The Bank of Jordan (Bank AJ 
Urdun) has also reported slightly 
lower 1985 .pre-tax profits of JD 
1.8, a 4.5 per cent drop from the 
previous year. It will also draw on 
reserves to distribute JD 570.000 
to shareholders, the same as foe 
previous year, in the form of a div- 
idend of 19 per cent of share par 
value. 

Chase acquisition 

The Bank of Jordan earlier this 
month concluded a deal to buy out 
foe Jordan operation and balance 


sheet of foe Chase Manha ttan 
Bank. The deal will add aa est- 
imated JD 20-25 million to its 
end-1985 balance sheet of JD 
95.6 million. 

The asset purchase agreement 
comes into force on April 3, when 
foe Bank of Jordan will pay Chase 
foe difference between Chase’s 
assets and liabilities, estimated by 
Bank of Jordan officials to be bet- 
ween four and six million dinars. 

The deal will increase the Bank 
of Jordan’s balance sheet by some 
20 per cent, mostly high quality 
assets Chase had built up during 
its eleven years in Jordan. The 
Bank of Jordan already ranks 
onmber one among Jordanian 
banks in terms of average return 
on assets (23 per cent for 1984). 

Chase pulled out of Jordan bec- 
ause it did not think the level of 
business and profits in the country 
favoured its compliance with the 
Central Bank of Jordan's req- 
uirement that all banks, Jordanian 
or foreign, increase their capital to 
J D 5 million. Chase was the only 
one of the eight non-Jordanian 
banks in Amman to quit the Jor- 
danian market. 


Cairo prepares to announce 
austerity pact, higher taxes 


CAIRO (R) — Egyptian Prime 
Minister Ali Lutfi Tuesday pre- 
pared to announce an austerity 
plan and higher taxes on the rich 
to make up for a steep drop in 
revenue. 

Egypt, a major recipient of U3. 
aid, is suffering losses it expects to 
total well over $1 billion this year 
in revenue from three main hard 
currency sources — transfers from 
expatriate workers, oil exports 
and tourism. 

Mr. Lutfi said the government 
planned to cancel Egypt’s budget 
and balance of payments defiats 
through a series of reforms inc- 
luding cuts in public spending, 
reshaping customs tariffs and rat- 
ionalising subsidies on basic com- 
modities. 

There was speculation among 
banking sources and in foe Egy- 
ptian media that the package 
would include high er direct ami 
indirect taxes, increased customs 
duties on some imports, petrol 
coupons and further cuts in public 
spending. , 

“They will make, ft . harder for ’ 
foe rich while not -touching foe j 
poor,” one banker saidC noting 
Mr. Lutfi was under orders from 
President Bosni Mubarak to int- 
roduce swift reforms without inc- 
reasing foe burden cm the poor 
majority of Egypt’s 49 milhoa 

People- - 

Following earlier unrest over 
official efforts to lift subsidies on 
basic commodities, including 
1977 riots over an abrupt bread 
mice increase, foe government 
has tried over the past year to raise 
prices of food and fuel gradually 
and selectively. 

Mr. Lutfi, an economist, was 
appointed to head the government 
last September with a mandate to 
heal Egypt's economic problems. 

On March 8, in an atmosphere 
of crisis after riots by thousands of 
low-paid security police con- 
scripts, President Mubarak told 


foe premier to speed up his work 
and come up with '‘strong, radical 
and practical” measures. 

Keeping Egypt’s population, 
which is growing at 2.7 per cent 
annually, well-nourshied on sub- 
sidised foods cost the government 
$2.4 bflHon in foe current fiscal 
year and fuelled a budget deficit of 
$5.9 bflHon. 

But foreign economists believe 
Mr. Lutfi will leave food subsidies 
largely untouched. 

More likely targets include ele- 
ctricity, gas and petrol prices in an 
attempt to ease out hidden sub- 
sidies from undeip rating fuel, est- 
imated at about $43 bflHon a 
year. 

Central Bank Governor Ali 
Negm Tuesday told a banking- 
conference that the government 
should no longer rely on inf- 
lationary borrowing from the cen- 
tral h ank to finance the deficit at 
low interest rates. 

“I told foe government that if 
they are to borrow more, they will 
have -to pay discount rates,” Mr. 
Ntefpn;said.; 

He suggested that the budget 
deficit be financed through public 
subscription in bonds issued at 
“reasonable” interest rates. The 
stock exchange should be exp- 
anded and developed “to support 
the monetary policy and the ban- 
king system,” he added. 

There was no indication that the 
government was considering rea- 
djusting foe complex muth-tiered 
exchange rate system in foe new 
package as recommended by 
Egypt's main creditors, foe United 
States and foe International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF). 

There are five different exc- 
hange rates currently in use, ran- 
ging from 0.40 pounds to foe dol- 
lar for trade with the Soviet Bloc 
to 131 to foe dollar on the free 
market. 


U.S.- Libya 
confrontation 
boosts dollar 


LONDON (R) - The dollar 
made gains Tuesday as fi na n ci al 
markets sought a safe haven for 
investments after tit-for-tat mis- 
sile attacks between the United 
States and Libya in the Med- 
iterranean raised feats of wider 
hostilities. 

The trouble over contested- 
waters off the Libyan coast and 
the resulting demand pushed foe 
Uf>. currency through foe psy- 
chologically important level of 
230 marks. It bad breached 230 
marks only Monday for foe first 
time in over a month. 

In Frankfurt, foe dollar opened 
at 23160 marks, almost three 
pfennigs above its previous close 
there and six pfennigs up on Fri- 
day's dose. But subsequent tra- 
ding was volatile and foe currency 
fell as low as 23045 marks before 
rising again towards its opening 
level at around 23150. 

In London, sterling opened sha- 
rply lower at $1 .4675, almost two 
cents down from Monday, and 
later eased stfll further to hit an 
early low of $1.4620. 

Dealers said sterling was suf- 
fering from a drop in oil prices 
after the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) adjourned its Geneva 
meeting without an agreement on 
crude output to stem sliding pri- 
ces. 

Gold, like the dollar regarded 
traditionally as a haven for secure 
investment in time s of tension, 
was also boosted by the U.S.- 
Libyan dashes. It traded around 
$354.40 an ounce in London at 
midday after an overnight rise of 
about $5 petered out at $35630. 

Foreign exchange dealers had 
started buying the American cur- 
rency Monday after a senior off- 
icial of foe Bank of Japan said the 
US. and Japanese central banks 
felt the prolonged dollar decline 
was complete. 

His remarks triggered spe- 
culation that central banks migh t 
decide to intervene in foe market 
to prop up the dollar. 

Dealers in Tokyo said the dollar 
rose briefly there amid unc- 
ertainty in financial markets in the 
Far East following news of rocket 
attacks on the US. embassy and 
foe Imperial Palace in the Jap- 
anese capital. 

‘ But foe rise petered out as it 
emerged that no damage was done 
in foe attacks, linked by police to 
Japanese extreme leftists, and the 
dollar ended at 179.60 yen, unc- 
hanged from its dose Monday in 
New York. 

Gold prices surge in Asp 

In Hong Kong, gold prices jum- 
ped in nervous trading in Asia 
Tuesday after news of clashes 
between foe United States and 
Libya. 

Dealers said buy orders, some 
of them from the United States, 
poured into foe market on fears 
that foe conflict could widen and 
push prices stfll higher. 

The metal was quoted at an 
early $356 per ounce compared 
with its $350.75 finish in New 
York Monday. 


Oil prices could go below 
$10 a barrel, analysts say 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Oil prices could slide below 
SlOa barrel following the failure of OPEC ministers 
to agree on curbing production, industry analysts 
said Tuesday. 


A marathon nine-day meeting 
in Geneva broke up Monday wit- 
hout a firm agreement on pro- 
duction quotas for the 13-nation 
Organisation of Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OPEC). 

Analysts in the Gulf said the 
absence of an accord on quotas, 
co ming when demand begins to 
fall as foe northern hemisphere 
approaches summer, could com- 
bine to drag prices down into sin- 
gle figures. 

Prices have collapsed from just 
below S30 a barrel at the end of 
last year and Dubai crude, a ben- 
chmark in foe Asian spot market 
was quoted Tuesday at under $ 1 1 . 

Analysts said one factor which 
could turn the market around was 
clashes between Libya and the 
American Sixth Fleet in foe Med- 
iterranean flaring into full-scale 
confrontation. The only other 
hope for OPEC was to forge a bel- 
ated agreement when the ofl min- 
isters reconvene in mid-April, the 
analysts added. 

” We could see the market drop 
into single figures, but 1 wouldn't 
venture to predict just how low it 
will go.” said one trader who pre- 
ferred not to be named. 1 

“Most people had not been 
expecting much from OPEC, but 
they had at least expected some 
kind of statement talking in vague 
terms about a broad agreement to 
restrain output ... but they didn’t 
even get that,” the trader said. 

Analysts estimated OPEC out- 
put for the second quarter of this 
year at over 173 mflUon barrels 
per day (b/d) against demand of 
less than 15 milfion b/d. 

They said there was general 
scepticism that OPEC, having foi- 
led over nine days to agree on how 
to apportion cuts among member 
states, would succeed when the 
ministers meet again. 

The Geneva meeting high- 
lighted irreconcilable views held 


by OPEC members. 

Delegates in Geneva said Saudi 
Arabia had objected officially to 
any reduction in its output, a fac- 
tor which alone would scupper any 
potential agreement to curb pro- 
duction. 

The analysts said they believed 
Saudi Arabia. OPECs largest 
producer, would not countenance 
a return to foe situation of last 
summer, when low Saudi output 
was about the only factor pro- 
pping up world oil prices. 

Saudi production, which dro- 
pped then to 20-year lows of two 
milEon b/d, has more than dou- 
bled since then. 

Restraining Saudi output to 
help OPEC, a policy identified by 
some analysts with Ofl Minister 
Ahmad Zalri Yamani, became a 
politically unpopular tactic as the 
Saudi economy weakened. 

It was also eroding what some 
saw as a cornerstone of Saudi oil 
policy since foe early 1 970s — thai 
the kingdom must retain the abi- 
lity to influence oil prices in both 
directions. 

Iraq's position was also per- 
ceived to be a major stumbling 
block. Struggling for revenues to 
fight its war with Iran, Baghdad 
wanted an increase in its quota of 
13 million tvd. 

Iraq's quota only became an 
issue last September when the 
opening of a new pipeline Hnk to 
Saudi Arabia allowed it to boost 
output close to 1.7 mflflon b/d. 

Iran, in favour of sharp pro- 
duction cuts to boost prices, says it 
will demand a barrel -for- barrel 
increase in its 2.4 million b/d 
quota if Iraq wins a boost in its 
quota. 

Sources in Geneva said Ecu- 
ador, Venezuela and the United 
Arab Emirates were among other 
nations with major reservations 
about cutting output further. 

Prospects stfll appeared slight 


for significant production cuts by 
, non -OPEC states, as demanded 
by Saudi Arabia and others. 

Britain and Norway show no 
signs of changing policy and wei- 
ghing in with production cuts to 
help the organisation. Oman, one 
of five non-OPEC producers tal- 
king to OPEC last week, said it 
made no commitment to lower 
output. 

In any case, many analysts saw 
the question of cuts by non-OPEC 
producers as a side issue designed 
to divert attention from OPECs 
real problem — that the forces 
which unite the organisation are 
becoming weaker 'as economic 
pressures on member countries 
grow. 

These analysts said oil prices 
looked like remaining weak until 
buoyed by next winter's demand 
in foe northern hemisphere. 

In apparent agreement with this 
assessment, a high-level OPEC 
source said in Geneva Monday: 
“We are really pessimistic. Things 
will be had for some months 
more." 

Iran's ofl minister asserted 
Monday that the United States 
had orchestrated the collapse of 
oil prices by manipulating some 
OPEC members. 

Mr. Gholamreza Aghazadeb 
said the American government 
was implementing a “pre-planned 
strategy" aimed at driving down 
ofl prices and harming OPEC. 

' “What we are facing is som- 
ething beyond the limits of 
OPEC.” he said through an Ira- 
nian interpreter in Geneva. 

“In this scheme, or pre-planned 
strategy, everybody has his own 
role to play. At the top of the str- 
ategy is the United States. They 
have assigned specific roles to 
each (OPEC) country." 

The minister said foe United 
States had manipulated other oil 
producers, as well. 

“It may be they have given to 
other countries the role of flo- 
oding the market with ofl to create 
a glut.” he said. 


OECD predicts higher growth 
in major industrialised nations 


PARIS (R) — The world's major 
industrial countries should grow 
by as much as 335 per cent this 
year following the steep fall in ofl 
prices, according to studies by foe 
Organisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD), officials said here Tue- 
sday. 

The estimate by OECD eco- 
nomists was put to top treasury 
officials of the 24 member cou- 
ntries at an economic policy com- 
mittee meeting here this week 
ahead of a ministerial conference 
next month. 

Officials said it was in line with 
forecasts prepared for an earlier 
preparatory meeting two weeks 
ago, and was half a percentage 
point above the OECD’s last pub- 
lished December forecast of a 
2.75 per cent average growth rate 


in 1986. 

The latest estimate was based 
on an assumption of a S20 a barrel 
average ofl price through foe first 
half of this year, followed by a S 1 5 
average through to foe end of 
1987. 

Spot market prices for North 
Sea ofl are currently below 513 a 
barrel and OPEC ofl exporters 
Monday ended a nine-day con- 
ference without agreeing on pro- 
duction cuts that might have hel- 
ped to shore up crude prices. 

The previous OECD growth 
estimate two weeks ago was based 
on a $20 a barrel oil price through 
the year. Officials said foe lack of 
change in foe latest figure implied 
either that recent ofl price falls 
would have little impact on growth 
or that foe credibility of the est- 
imates was open to question. 


U 3 . delegates to the committee 
meeting in particular argued that 
foe OECD estimates were over- 
cautious. They said Washington 
was sticking to its forecast of four, 
per cent growth for the ind- 
ustrialised world this year against 
335 per cent projected by the 
OECD. 

American business confidence 
is high and the Reagan adm- 
inistration sees a steady reduction 
in its federal budget deficit thr- 
ough foe effect of deficit-cutting 
legislation, the VS. delegates 
said. 

Officials said the US. was joi- 
ned by Japan and West Germany 
in backing a continuation of pre- 
sent economic policies and opp- 
osing additional stimulus that 
might boost employment.

1 declares interim constitution 
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MANILA (R) — President Corazon Aquino Tue- 
sday abolished the National Assembly and declared 
an interim constitution which would remain in force 
until a national plebiscite ratified a new one within a 
year.

Id a statement oa the nature of 
her four-week-old government, 
she avoided describing it as either 
"revolutionary" or “transitional 
which many bad expected. 

In effect she tore up the 1973 
constitution imposed by ousted 
President Ferdinand Marcos and 
gave herself sweeping powers to 
rule by decree. 

She also imposed a time limit by 
stating that a special commission 
would be named within 60 days to 
draft a new constitution. 

“It is my hope that they will 
complete their work within 90 
days and that our people will have 
a new permanent constitution, 
and a duly elected parliament, 
within one year from this pro- 
clamation ” she said in a televised 
appearance at the presidential 
palace. 

"Now today, I am announcing 
an interim constitution under 
which our battered nation can she- 
lter after years of dictatorship to 


heal its wounds, restore its 
strength and enjoy the first fruits 
of its new-found freedom ” Mrs. 
Aquino declared. 

She said the interim con- 
stitution would remain in effect 
until the new draft is approved “in 
a genuine and honest plebiscite.” 

"In the meantime, our new-won 
rights and liberties will be pro- 
tected by this temporary freedom 
constitution. It draws on the exi- 
sting body of human rights law to 
which the previous government 
paid hollow respect, and gives the 
mil judicial protection that those 
rights were denied. 

“No right provided under the 
unratified 1973 constitution is 
absent from the freedom con- 
stitution,” Mrs. Aquino said. 

Mrs. Aquino, S3, wearing her 
familiar yellow dress, was flanked 
by most members of her gov- 
ernment as she spoke to reporters 
at the presidential palace. 

Among them were Defence 


Minister Juan Ponce Enrile and 
Armed Forces Chief of Staff Fkiel 
Ramos, whose military rebellion 
Jed to the fall of the 20-year-old 
Marcos regime. 

Justice Minister Neptali Gon- 
zales read the proclamation cf the 
interim constitution which inc- 
luded provisions to abolish the 
National Assembly, dominated by 
the pro-Marcos New Society 
Movement (KBL), and for Mis. 
Aquino effectively to rule l jy dec- 
. ree until the new charter is app- 
roved. 

It also contained a firm com- 
mitment to guarantee civil, pol- 
itical, social, economic and other 
freedoms. 

Mrs. Aquino said the com- 
mission would have 30 to 50 
members — “men and women of 
probity and patriotism” — and 
would bold public hearings “so 
that the people will have not only 
the voice in its approval but also a 
hand in deter mining its con- 
figuration." 

Although she said she hoped it 
would finish its work within 90 
days, the proclamation itself set no 
time limit. It also added an add- 
itional two months for a pre- 
sidential review of the final draft. 


The proclamation said new nat- 
ional elections would be held 
under the terms of the new con- 
stitution and local elections would 
also not be held before it had beat 
ratified. 

Provincial and local government 
elections had been scheduled for 
next May although there seemed 
scant chance of them going ahead. 

Mrs. Aquino was sharply cri- 
tical of the KBL, declaring “if pol- 
itical power is to be returned to its 
proper limits and our society cle- 
ansed of the crimes and repression 


of recent years, we must cut out 
the cancer in our political system.” 


Marcos moves into

HONOLULU (R) — Deposed 
Philippine President Ferdinand 
Marcos and his wife Imelda 
moved into a SI .5 million Hon- 
olulu beach home after spending a 
month at the heavily-guarded 
Hkkam Air Base, officials said. 

The move came amid inquiries 
in the Philippines and the United 
States into the alleged misuse of 
millio ns of dollars by Marcos dur- 
ing his 20-year rule. 


9 die in Punjab security sweep 


NEW DELHI { R) — Nine people, 
including four extremists, died in 
Punjab in the past 24 hours as sec- 
urity forces went on the offensive 
after a siring of violent attac ks, the 
Press Trust of India (PIT) news 
agency reported. 

FT! said the extremists died in a 
dash Monday night with par- 
amilitary forces combing a village 
in Amritsar district bordering Pak- 
istan. Sixteen other extremists 
escaped, it said. 

The deaths brought to 19 the 
number of people kpled in the 
state since Sunday in" attacks by 
Sikh extremists fighting for an 


independent nation, clashes bet- 
ween Hindus and Sikhs and sec- 
urity operations. 

PIT said security men also per- 
suaded militan t Sikhs led by the 
All India Sikh Students Fed- 
eration (AISSF) to lift a week- 
long siege on Bataia after ext- 
remists gunned down a Hindu and 
a Sikh on the industrial town's 
outskirts Monday. 

Bataia, near the Sikh holy city 
of Amritsar, was cut off from food 
supplies on Tuesday when hun- 
dreds of Sikhs armed with swords 
and staves blockaded the inc- 
oming roads in protest against all- 


eged Hindu attacks on their shr- 
ines. 

But the Tribune, Punjab's main 
English language newspaper, said 
the siege had not been completely 
lifted mid Sikhs were still blocking 
four roads. 

It said former Foreign Minster 
Atal Bihari Vajpayee, a leader of 
the rightwing Hindu Bharatiya 
Janata Party, visited Bataia Mon- 
day. 

The Punjab government of 
Chief Minister Surjit Singh Bar- 
nala has come underfire for failing 
to curb the communal clashes and 
violence. 


U.K. tries new extradition

Glenholmes was made after rep- 
orts that tee might already have 
been smuggled out of Ireland and 
be on her way to the United Sta- 
tes.

Opposition Labour Party spo- 
kesman Gerald Kaufmann acc- 
used the government of handing 
the IRA a propaganda triumph 
and said die director of public pro- 
secutions and attorney-general, 
two senior law officials, should 
consider resignation.

Haiti 
protesters 
to escalate 
campaign 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (R) — Str- 
eet fires flickered into the early 
hours Tuesday as young protesters 
vowed to bring down the six-week 
old government of Lt-Gen. Henri 
Namphy. 

The pop of rifle and machine- 
gun fire echoed through the night 
in this capital but there were no 
reports of deaths or injuries. Wit- 
nesses said it appeared that police 
and soldiers m pick-up trucks 
were mainly firing into me air to 
enforce the curfew. 

Journalists who toured the 
more troubled districts before 
midnight found mostly deserted 
streets. 

The demonstrators, including 
a newly formed group composed 
of journalists, students and yoong 
priests called the Committee to 
Ignite Democracy (C3D) are see- 
king to replace the Namphy-led 
ruling council with an interim civ- 
ilian government. 

“We don’t want any trouble, 
but we will escalate this campaign 
until the military government 
steps down,” said one young lea- 
der of a band of men in their late 
teens and twenty’s setting tires, 
rubbish bins and packing crates on 
fire in a run-down district about 
four blocks from the National Pal- 
ace. 

Mobs of youths set rubbish fires 
at scores of intersections thr- 
oughout the Haitian capital Mon- 
day night to press their demands 
for formation of a civilian gov- 
ernment. Squads of firemen and 
soldiers raced through the streets 
to fight the burning barricades. 

The fires, their pitch - Mack 
smoke obscuring the sunset, 
ended Monday's anti-government 
protests that began with a peaceful 
march on the palace by as many as 
15,000 people.. 

hi between, Lt.-Gen. Hetui 
Namphy, the president of the rul- 
ing council that took over Haiti 
-after the flight of dictator Jean 
Claude “Baby Doc’’ Duvalier, 
went on national radio and rear 
ewed a pledge to usher the bel- 

eagured Caribbean nation toward 
democracy. 

Gem. Namphy also announced a 
series of ministerial appointments 
that were viewed by Western dip- 
lomats and political observers as 
another in a series of bids to stem 
public outcry against the 
military-dominated rule.

Nicaraguan 
troops cross 
Honduran 


border 

WASHINGTON (R) — Nic- 
araguan troops have crossed the 
Honduran border to fight anti- 
Sandinbta rebels based there and 
Honduras is requesting U-S. aid to 
deal with the situation, a key con- 
gressman said Tuesday. 

Representative Thomas Foley, 
assistant Democratic leader in the 
House of Representatives and an 
opponent of President Reagan’s 
unsuccessful request for SI 00 mil- 
lion of assistance for the rebels, 
predicted Congress wonid quickly 
approve aid for Honduras in this 
case. 

“We are being asked to assist 
Honduran forces in resis ting that 
attack and I think there will be 
virtually unanimo us support in 
Congress, to provide the assistance 
that is being’ requested,” Mr. 
Foley, of Washington state, said 
on ABC Television. 

ABC reported that Mr. Reagan 
will ask Congress to transfer S20 
million for Honduras to help it 
fight toe Nicaraguan troops. 

The television network said 
unidentified Reagan adm- 
inistration officials confirmed that 
Nicaraguan troops had crossed the 
Coco River into Honduras on Sat- 
urday and were battiing the rebels, 
the so-called Contras, who are 
fighting Nicaragua’s leftist San- 
efinista government. 

But a, State Department spo- 
keswoman said she could not pro- 
vide independent confirmation of 
the incident and said she had no 
information of a Honduran aid 
request 

The Washington Post, citing 
diplomats in the Honduran capital 
of Tegucigalpa, said heavy fig- 
hting was repotted near the Con- 
tra bases inside Honduras after 
some 1,400 Nicaraguan troops 
crossed the bonier. 

The Nicaraguan army bad mas- 
sed its troops along the bonier and 
then penetrated nine to 12 miles 
inside, the Post said. So far, Nic- 
araguan and Honduran troops 
have not engaged each other, it 
said.

PEKING (R) — Chinese leader 
Deng Xiaoping appeared in public 
in Peking Tuesday for the first 
rime in three months and said he 
was in good health but considering 
retirement. 

Mr. Deng, 81, looked fit and 
lively as he met Danish Prime 
Minister Poul Schlueter in the 
Great Hall of the People, chain- 
smoking his favourite Panda 
•brand cigarettes. 

He raid he was becoming less 
involved in day-to-day affairs of 
state to let others handle more of 
the work and show that current 
policies did not hinge on him 
alone. 

“Now I am considering when to 
retire. My retirement will assure 
our foreign friends that things in 
China will not change after T am 
not here.” he said. 

Mr. Deng was last seen in public 
in Peking in mid-December alt- 
hough he was shown on state tel- 
evision attending a Chinse new 
year gathering in his home pro- 
vince of Sichuan last month. 

There have been persistent 
rumours of his poor health, inc- 
luding unsubstantiated reports of 
kidney problems. The Foreign 
Ministry dismissed all tire reports 
as groundless. 

Mr. Deng’s son, Deng Pufang, 
told a news conference last monte 
that his father was in excellent 
health, adding: “This winter, vir- 
tually everyone in our family 
seems to have bad a cold except 
him. Its the same every year.” 

Deng Xiaoping said that bec- 
ause he had not made public app- 
earances the Hong Kong Stock 
Market had fallen on speculation 


he was ilL “This speculation was 
groundless,” he said. 

He said be was not solely res- 
ponsive for current policies which 
were supported by the vast maj- 
ority of China's people. 


U.S. lists improvement 


in Soviet armed forces 


WASHINGTON (R) —The Sov- 
iet Union has made major imp- 
rovements in its Strategic Missile 
Forces and across a broad range of 
conv en tional military weapons 
during the past year, the United 
States said Tuesday. 

The conventional imp- 
rovements include operational 
states of the SU-27-weateer fig- 
hter jet equipped with a radar sys- 
tem stolen from the United States, 
the Defence Department said in 
its 1986 version of “Soviet mil- 
itary power ” 

The slide, 156-page paperback 
book is toe sixth in a senes of ann- 
ual reports on Soviet strength 
which the Pentagon began issuing 
in 1981. 

“I am amazed at almost the 
sense of urgency with which the 
Soviet Union is mo demising con- 
ventional forces,” said a Pentagon 
official, briefing reporters on the 
basis teat he would not be ide- 
ntified. 

“They are making significant 
improvements across tee spe- 
ctrum of conventional warfare." 

The official said the SU-27 
“Flanker,” with its new ope- 
rational capability, could operate 
at 2,000 kilometres an hour and 
use look-down radar stolen from 
the US. Navy F-18 fighter. 

The report said Moscow had in 
the past year: 

— Deployed new SS-25 mobile 
intercontinental nuclear missile 


and was testing the bigger, rail- 
mobile SSX-24 missile which 
could become operational before 
the end of 1986. 

— Launched a fourth giant 
4 Typhoon” submarine and a third 
“Delta-4" boat in two classes and 
ballistic missile submarines. 

' ^-Bu2t and flight-tested several 
more “Blackjack” supersonic 
bombers and added some 50 more 
operational “Bear-H” strategic 
bo mb ers capable of carrying 
3,000-kilomenys range AS- 15 
cruise missiles. 

— Launched a new 65.000- 
tonne aircraft carrier capable of 
carrying conventional jet fighters 
in the late 1980s and begun work 
on a second such carrier. 


Current smaller Soviet carriers 
can cany only vertical-takeoff and 
landing attack jets, but the new 
carrier is an example of the inr- 
oads that Moscow is making into 
the traditional lead in con- 
ventional weaponry, the Pentagon 
said. 

The Pentagon official told rep- 
orters that in some areas such as 
attack helicopters, troop carriers, 
heavy mortars and multiple- 
launch rocket systems, the Sov- 
iets Union now has a qualitative as 
well as a quantitative edge. 

“In many theatre systems they 
have the qualitative edge, esp- 
ecially in some components of 
ground warfare.” he said. 


Soviets accept on-site 
nuclear test verification 


WELLINGTON (R)— The Sov- 
iet Union is ready to accept on-site 
verification at its nuclear test sites 
in any comprehensive test ban tre- 
aty, Ambassador to New Zealand 
Vladimir Bykov said Thesday. 

Bykov said Moscow was ready 
to “go as for as possible” to secure 
a treaty. 

“We are ready for any kind of 
verification... national, int- 
ernational. on-site, inter- 
laboratory, inter-enterprises, 
anywhere," he told reporters 
summoned to the embassy for an 
unprecedented news conference. 
U.S. diplomats here told 
Reuters that the Soviet Union had 
so far not responded to a series of 
proposals dating back to 1983 
aimed at mutual verification of 
nuclear tests .including their yield . 
’' They said-tee most- recent pro- 
posal, on March 15 this year, inc- 
luded invitations for Soviet sci- 
entists to attend a test at the Nev- 
ada testing site where tee “Gle- 
ncoe” nuclear device was det- 
onated at the weekend. 

Bykov, ambassador to Wel- 


lington since June 1984, served as 
deputy ambassador in London for 
six years previously and senior 
diplomatic analysts said be is 
well-connected in Moscow. 

Senior third country diplomats 
told Reuters that scientists could 
not yet distinguish between low 
yield underground midear Masts 
and natural earthquakes, adding 
this meant certain types of test 
could be undetectable. 

The envoy made-the comment 
in a preliminary statement to rep- 
orters, but in response to a direct 
question later added: “The Soviet 
Union is ready to accept on-site 
inspections where the nuclear 
tests are taking place.”

BANGKOK (R) — Thailand’s 
powerful army chief, Gen. Arthit 
Kamlaog-Ek, has bowed to the 
government’s refusal to extend his 
military service and said he would 
follow orders. 

Gen. Arthit said he would com- 
ply with Prime Minister PremTin- 
suianonda's decision that he retire 
in August when be turns 61. 

Western diplomats said Gen. 
Arthit’ s announcement defused 
tension and quashed rumours of 
an imminent coup sparked tty Mr. 
Pretn's veto Monday of a second 
extension. The first was granted 
when the general readied the 
mandatory retirement age of 60. 

“The prime minister's sta- 
tement is dear,” Gen. Arthit told- 
reporters Monday night. “I will 
follow his orders.” 

Mr. Prem, who is also defence 
minister, had said the dedskm was 


mad e out of “correctness and fai- 
rness.” 

Senior army leaders dose to 
Gen. Arthit earlier said his ret- 
irement would be contrary to the 
will of the armed forces, a warning 
seen by diplomats as a veiled coup

But authoritative security off- 
icials and Western diplomats said 
Tuesday they saw no hints teat 
Gen; Arthit loyalists were man- 
oeuvring for a coup.
